TOWN  MEETING  WARRANT 

Article  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  officers  for  the  en- 
suing year. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  appoint  or  designate  a  qualified  person  who 
is  a  resident  of  this  town,  to  act  as  Highway  Agent  during 
the  current  year. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  Town 
Road  Aid:  Town's  share  $28.50;  State's  share  $190.02,  and 
raise  money  for  same. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  State 
Aid  Construction:  Town's  share  $500.00;  State's  share- 
$1,000.00,  and  raise  money  for  same. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $30.13  to  the  White  Mountains  Re- 
gion Association,  being  10c  per  $1,000  of  assessed  valuation 
(l/100th  of  1%)  for  the  purpose  of  issuing  and  distributing 
printed  matter  and  advertising  and  otherwise  publicizing 
the  advantages  of  the  Town,  in  cooperation  with  the  other 
45  towns  of  the  region. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  place  the  se- 
lectmen and  other  town  officers  on  an  annual  salary,  rather 
than  under  the  present  per  diem  and  fee  basis,  during  the 
current  year  in  accordance  with  the  following  schedule,  and 
to  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  same: 

Chairman,  Board  of  Selectmen  $250.00 

Selectman  125.00 

Selectman  125.00 

Tax  Collector  100.00 

Town  Clerk  75.00 

Treasurer  35.00 

Auditor  10.00 

If  approved,  it  is  understood  that  the  selectmen  and  other 

salaried  town  officers,  henceforth,  will  receive  no  fees  or 

any  other  compensation  or  remuneration  for  their  services 

except  the  usual  and  necessary  expenses  incurred  by  them 

in  connection  with  their  official  duties. 
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Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $150.00  to  support  the  Town  Library. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate $75.00  for  the  cemetery. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  hire  money  for  defraying  town  charges  in  an- 
ticipation of  taxes,  if  necessary. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  instruct  the  selectmen 
to  allow  discount  for  early  payment  of  taxes.  What  per- 
cent, and  at  what  time? 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  obtain  permission  from  and  to  negotiate  with 
if  possible,  the  selectmen  of  Franconia  for  the  use  by  the 
residents  of  Easton,  of  the  Franconia  town  dump  and  if  so, 
to  instruct  the  selectmen  to  appropriate,  if  necessary,  a 
reasonable  sum  as  rental  from  the  town's  funds  for  this 
purpose. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  a 
fireproof  Mosler  safe  for  the  preservation  of  essential  town 
documents  and  records,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $225.00  for  this  purpose. 

Article  13.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money 
as  are  stated  in  the  proposed  budget  for  repair  to  town 
highways  and  bridges,  general  expense  of  highways,  snow 
removal,  maintenance  of  town  building,  officer's  salaries 
and  expenses,  and  other  town  charges. 

Article  14.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  the  meeting.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Easton : 

I  herewith  submit  my  fourteenth  annual  report 
as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

There  were  14  pupils  attending  school  last  year. 
Two  kindergarten  and  five  elementary  pupils  were 
enrolled  in  the  Franconia  Elementary  School  and 
three  pupils  enrolled  in  the  High  School,  better 
known  as  Dow  Academy.  Four  elementary  pupils 
were  enrolled  in  the  Benton  School  for  part  of  the 
school  year. 

There  are  8  pupils  attending  school  this  year — 
six  in  the  elementary  grades  and  two  in  the  high 
school  at  Dow  Academy.  The  pupils  are  as  follows: 
John  Kenney,  and  Melinda  Porter,  Grade  1 ;  Joanne 
Kenney,  Grade  2 ;  Dale  Bowles,  Grade  4 ;  Ingrid 
Schultze,  Grade  7;  Bernice  Cooley,  Grade  8;  Lois 
Bowles,  Grade  9;  and  Alice  Cooley,  Grade  11. 

School  population  has  decreased.  The  average 
school  population  for  the  town  of  Easton  varies  from 
12  to  29  as  recorded  over  the  past  25  years.  This 
year  there  are  eight.  Several  families  moving  in 
and  out  of  our  town  can  have  a  marked  effect  on 
the  school  enrollment. 

Although  the  duties  of  your  Board  are  light 
they  are  assumed  with  the  same  degree  of  responsi- 
bility as  in  a  larger  district.  Your  Board  is  to  be 
commended  on  its  interest  in  the  educational  wel- 
fare of  Easton  children.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  as 
Principal  of  Dow  Academy.  Insofar  as  much  of 
last  year's  report  remains  unchanged,  I  shall  con- 
centrate in  this  report  on  those  phases  of  school  life 
and  activities  where  changes  of  note  have  taken 
place. 

Administration 

The  present  school  year  began  on  Monday,  Sep- 
tember 10,  rather  than  the  traditional  Wednesday 
after  Labor  Day.  This  year  has  seen  the  addition 
to  the  staff  of  two  new  elementary  teachers  and 
three  new  high  school  teachers.  Mrs.  Evelyn  Howe 
of  Bethlehem  is  teaching  Grades  3  and  4  and  Mrs. 
Jane  Evans  of  Lisbon  is  teaching  Grades  5  and  6. 
In  the  high  school,  Miss  Laura  Beth  Barry  of  Fran- 
conia  is  teaching  Commerce.  Mr.  Alvin  Chase  of 
Keene  is  teaching  Chemistry  and  Shop,  and  Mr. 
Malcolm  Sibulkin  of  Haverhill,  Massachusetts,  is 
teaching  Social  Studies.  Teachers  returning  from 
last  year  include  Mrs.  Alice  Leavitt,  Grades  1  and  2, 
Miss  Janet  Stewart,  English  and  Foreign  Language, 
Mr.  George  McLure,  Band,  and  Mrs.  Marion  Callen- 
der,  Music.  The  community  is  fortunate  to  have  in 
these  times  of  teacher  shortage  such  experienced 
and  capable  people  on  its  staff. 

The  enrollment  of  Dow  Academy  is  130  students. 
A  breakdown  of  this  figure  shows  that  12  are  in 
Grade  1,  14  in  Grade  2,  8  in  Grade  3,  14  in  Grade  4, 
11  in  Grade  5,  7  in  Grade  6,  11  in  Grade  7,  10  in 
Grade  8,  13  in  Grade  9,  9  in  Grade  10,  12  in  Grade 
11,  and  9  in  Grade  12.  102  students  live  in  the  Town 
of  Franconia,  6  are  from  Easton,  and  22  are  from  the 
Sugar  Hill-Streeter  District. 
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Merton  Shores  continues  to  do  a  fine  job  in 
carrying  out  his  duties  as  school  custodian.  His 
presence  and  work  in  the  building  are  invaluable. 
We  should  consider  ourselves  fortunate  to  have  him. 

Curriculum 

Three  new  courses  have  been  added  to  the  High 
School  curriculum.  They  are  :  Problems  of  Democ- 
racy, Senior  Science,  and  Latin. 

Physical  Education  has  been  added  to  the  cur- 
riculum of  the  first  eight  grades. 

School  Lunch 

The  school  lunch  program,  under  the  direction 
and  guidance  of  Mrs.  William  Boutin  and  Mrs. 
Robert  Stevens,  is  progressing  nicely.  Additional 
state  aid  is  continually  being  received.  However, 
more  local  support  is  necessary  to  provide  your  chil- 
dren with  the  type  of  program  they  should  have. 

School  Health 

Dr.  Ralph  Parker  and  Nurse  Phyllis  Rogers  have 
given  complete  physical  examinations  to  all  students 
whose  parents  so  desired.  Mrs.  Rogers  has  con- 
ducted eye  and  ear  examinations.  Polio  vaccinations 
were  made  available  to  all  students  in  a  clinic  con- 
ducted under  the  supervision  of  State  District  Nurse, 
Mrs   Loretta  Russell  and  Dr.  Parker. 

Sc!iool  Banking 

A  school  savings  plan  is  now  in  effect  for  its 
second  year.  This  is  done  in  conjunction  with  the 
Littleton  Savings  Bank.  The  purpose  of  this  pro- 
gram is  to  instill  into  our  students  the  habit  of  reg- 
ular saving.  At  present,  the  first  seven  grades  are 
participating  by  adding  to  their  individual  accounts 
weekly. 
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School   Activities 

Dow  Academy's  activity  program  includes  a 
variety  of  activities  that  try  to  meet  the  needs  and 
desires  of  all  its  pupils.  In  athletics,  golf,  basket- 
ball, skiing,  and  baseball  or  softball  are  the  major 
activities. 

Dow's  golf  program  was  climaxed  by  a  golf 
tournament,  which  was  won  by  Robin  Ball  and 
Thomas  Hunt. 

Basketball  was  made  available  through  the 
coaching  services  of  Mrs.  Agnes  Andross  of  Lisbon 
and  Mr.  Curtis  Brockelman  of  Franconia.  Many 
thanks  should  go  to  those  two  people  for  the  work 
they  have  put  into  our  basketball  programs. 

Skiing  continues  to  grow  as  the  major  school 
activity.  Approximately  seventy-five  per  cent  of 
orr  students  participate  in  this  program,  which  in- 
cludes ski  instruction,  standardized  ski  testing,  and 
competitive  skiing. 

Other  activities  consisted  of :  Student  Govern- 
ment, Glee  Club,  Dramatics,  Yearbook,  Junior  and 
Senior  Prize  Speaking  made  possible  by  the  Trustees 
of  Dow  Academy,  Cheer-leading,  Dances,  Food  Sales, 
and  Mountain  Climbing,  a  new  activity  instituted  and 
directed  by  Mr.  Sibulkin. 

This  year  has  seen  an  increase  in  the  partici- 
pation in  the  activities,  which  has  resulted  in  an 
improved  program.  Through  their  interest  and  by 
working  together,  the  students  and  their  advisors 
have  made  this  program  enjoyable  and  worthwhile. 
Conclusion 

Once  again  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
people  of  Franconia,  the  Board  of  Education,  Super- 
intendent Ronald  Perham,  the  faculty  and  students 
for  their  cooperation  and  assistance.
